This  hucksters  slogan  was  forceably  driven  home  to  us 
last  weekend  after  completing  a 90  cent  tour  over  the  flat, 
windy  plains  of  our  neighboring  sta.te  of  Wyoming  where  we 
were  the  guests  of  the  WU’s  student  senate. 

Let  us  say  in  the  beginning  that  we  were  cordially  accep- 
ted by  our  hosts  and  were  given  every  imagineable  privelege 
during  our  two-day  stay  on  the  Cowboy  campus. 

Whenever  we  leave  Provo  and  the  Y campus  we  auto- 
matically compare  notes  of  other  people  and  places,  and  this 
trip  was  no  exception.  The  first  big  difference  we  noted  was 
the  weather.  Seems  that  Laramie  (where  the  principle  indus- 
try is  college  students,  with  cattle  punching  running  a close 
second)  is  practically  in  midwinter  with  cold  winds,  snow, 
and  leafless  trees. 

Although  they  are  the  smallest  school  in  the  conference 
(only  3100  students)  they  have  three  times  as  many  buildings 
as  you’ll  find  on  the  two  Y campuses.  Right  now  they  are  in 
the  middle  of  a long-rangebuilding  program  that  is  setting  the 
state  back  five  or  six  million  bucks  with  the  high  cost  being 
offset  by  the  philanthropic  licks  of  a university-minded  finan- 
cer  who  owns  a large  part  of  the  state. 

As  for  living  quarters,  there  seems  to  be  plenty  of  housing 
for  everybody — flats  and  sororities  included.  Vets  pay  $18 
per  month  for  the  privilege  of  sharing  a room  of  the  Wymount 
Dorm  equivalent.  Over  and  above  this  they  have  to  pay  about 
$40  per  for  food.  On  the  average  the  student  who  lives 
in  campus-owned  frat  houses  and  the  like  pays  from  $60  to  $80 
every  school  month  for  room  and  board  (gripe  artists,  take 
note) .

Smoking,  by  the  way,  is 
permitted  in  some  classes  with  women  chain-smokers  keeping 
things  pretty  well  fogged  up.  The  student  union  houses  any

Campus  clothing  at  Laramie  flashes  a preponderance  of 
levis,  cowboy  boots,  plaid  shirts,  and  fur-skin  jackets.  The 
gals  dress  for  warmth  instead  of  fashion,  and  some  of  them 
sport  ten-gallon  hats. 

The  WU  men  claim  that  the  four-men  to  one-girl  ratio 
makes  getting  a date  a dog-eat-dog  project.

• Stating  that  within  a few  years 
they  expect  to  be  self  supporting, 
he  added,  “Our  budget  for  the  year 
Is  $87,000  out  of  which  film  rentals 
should  return  $20,000.”  He  con- 
tinued saying  that  out  of  the  17,000 
dollar  ballancc  to  be  paid  by  the 
school,  three  audio-visu^  classes 
would  be  financed. 

_ Oh0  °i  the  vital  services  of  Vis- 


ual-Aids, as  far  as  the  footballers 
are  concerned,  is  their  policy  of 
taking  pictures  of  our  football 
games  against  teams  we  are  to  play 
again  the  following  season. 

To  take  care  of  book  keeping, 
accounting,  and  directing  of  this 
complex  service,  the  bureau  em- 
ploys 15  students,  three  full  time 
employees,  and  a graduate  assist- 
ant. 

“Because  of  time  wasted  in  sen- 
ding films  outside  the  state,”  said 
Mr.  Tyndall,  "We  are  trying  to  limit 
our  field  to  Utah.”  Ho  added  that 
at  present  they  serve  Utah,  Idaho, 
Nevada,  and  Arizona;  and  that  they 
have  sent  film  as  far  as  Alaska. 

When  asked  if  they  had  any 
plans  for  expanding,  he  said  that 
now  they  have  to  discard  obsolete 
film  about  as  fast  as  they  get  new 
ones  so  there  is  no  need  for  expan- 
sion thoughts  at  this  time. 

A 338  page  catalogue,  published 
once  every  two  years  is  now  ready 
for  distribution  to  all  customers. 
This  is  accompanied  by  a yearly 
supplement  and  a monthly  bulletin 
to  keep  up  with  the  rapid  turn 
over. 

The  bureau  also  has  an  assort- 
ment of  1200  filmstrips,  or  still 
pictures.

ARE  NPiiOR  PICTURES 
EASY  TO  TAKE? 

I In  my  opinion  indoor  pictures 
I are  much  easier  to  take  than  outr 
I door  pictures.  The  reason  for 
I this  is  that  light  conditions  out- 
| doors  are  constantly  changing, 

I every  hour  of  the  day  and  with 
] every  kind  of  weather. 

1 There  is  no  easier,  and 
I the  long  run,  scarcely  any  cheap- 
| er  way  to  make  pictures  than 
I with  photoflood  lights.  Some 
people  might  not  know  what 
1 photoflood  lights  are.  Well,  they 
look  about  like  a 200-watt  lamp, 

| but  the  filamentins  ide  is  a little 
I bit  to  short,  so  that  it  over- 
1 heats.  This  shortens  the  life  of 
the  lamp  to  around  six  hours, 

I but  makes  it  burn  as  bright  as 
I ten  or  twelve  100-watt  lamps. 

I With  two  of  these  flood  lamps 
I in  clamp-on  reflectors  it  is  poss- 
I ible  to  make  snapshots  even 
I with  very  ordinary  cameras — 

I provided  the  lights  are  kept  near 
I the  subject.  Once  you  have  found 
I out  what  film  to  use  with  what 
I setting  on  your  camera  for  two 
] flood  lights,  you  need  never  spoil 
J another  picture,  for  the  same 
I conditions  will  produce  the  same 
I result  tithe  afterti  me.  Flood 
I lamps  cost  only  34  cents  each 
The  other  common  way  ol 
making  pictures  indoors  is  with 
flash  lamps.  These  lamps  are  fill- 
I ed  with  a fine,  inflamable  wire. 

I which  flashes  when  ignited  by  an 
1 electric  current.  Since  the  wire 
I is  consumed  by  the  flash,  the 
I bulbs  are  only  good  for  one  pic- 
I ture,  which  makes  flash  photo- 
| graphy  relatively  expensive  since 
I the  bulbs  run  from  14  cents  up 
I each.  However,  there  are  tunes 
I when  no  other  kind  of  light  will 
I do;  with  tiny  babies,  large  gath- 
1 erings,  in  theaters,  sometimes  at 
I weddings,  where  flood  lights  are 
] either  too  bright  or  too  awk- 
I ward.  Flash  pictures  can  be  made 
I with  a box  camera  by  simply 
I opening  the  shutter  on  “time 
1 firing  the  bulb  with  a small  hand 
I flasher,  then  closing  the  shutter 
I All  this  is  easy  to  do  in  one 
1 second,  and  will  result  in  a per- 
I feet  picture  practically  every 
I time. 

1 Sorry  I talked  so  much  shop 
I today — but  winter  is  coming  on 
I The  warmth  of  indoors  is  be- 
I coming  right  appealing,  and  what 
I could  be  more  fun  than  posing 
I for  pictures,  then  maybe  even 
I going  on  and  developing  and 
I printing  them.
